ſhould be removed: for this reaſon I conſider Fugues, Anthems, and Solos, to be improper; for, though a capital Fugue, 


as an inſtrumental performance, has undoubtedly a very fine effect, yet I cannot think the effect of it by any means good 


when performed as a vocal piece of Sacred Muſic, in which the Words are repeated many times, and the Singers are 
pronouncing different Words in different parts at the ſame time, (as Dr. Burney obſerves) © with the clamour of ili bred 


| diſputants, who are talking all at once,” till the ſenſe of the ſacred Words is entirely ſung away, and the performance 


rendered more like vain babbling or a confuſion of tongues, than an act of Devotion. In many country Churches, I

ON THE PERFORMANCE OF SACRED MUSIC. 


TJ BeLIeveitt will be generally allowed, that the ok proper manner of performing Sacred Muſic, is ſuch as the Senſe 
of the Words ſeems to diftate; therefore, it would be as improper to drawl out the Notes to a tedious unmeaning 


length, as it would be to perform them in a light trivial manner, which could not fail of diſguſting a devout Congrega- 
tion. But, as the original intention of ſinging Pſalms and Hymns muſt have been to impreſs the mind in a more for- 


cible manner than by barely reading the Words, and conſequently to excite a more fervent Devotion, that mode of 
Performance is neceſſary which can beſt expreſs the Words, and excite the heart and mind to unite warmly in that eſſen- 
tial part of Divine Service. I have, in this book, placed directions to the Words of each Pſalm and Hymn, pointing 
out their ſtyle, whether Solemn, Supplicating, Majeſtic or Cheerful. In this I have been directed by the Senſe of the

WHERE there is an Organ, it i, I believe, the general cuſtom (and it it is very,proper) to play the Tune once
